On the high seas Berlin claimed

the week to more than 74,000 tons.

17 Passengers, 3 In Crew 
Cremated As Ship Burns 
After Crash In Landing 


ST. THOMAS, Ont., ‘(lP—Witnes- 


,ses established today that an Am- 


erican Airlines plane was trying to 
make an emergency landing with 
its motors sputtering when it crash- 
ed on a farm 14 miles west of here 
last night, killing its 17 passengers 
and crew of three. 

There was a drizzling rain, 


ed the ground. The plane dropped 
a flare but its light was paled when. 


jan instant later, the plane plowed 


into the ground, exploded. and sent 
a great tower of flame leaping into 
the sky. No one aboard had a 
chance. 

After the plane had burned for 
more than six hours, provincial po- 
lice inspector, Clem Jordan, exam- 
ined heaps of ashes and twisted me- 
tal and announced that there could 


be no question of identifying bodies. | 


All had been more or less reduced 
to ashes. 

The plane was en route from New 
York to Detroit and met its end at 
10:40 (EST) o'clock last night, a 
little less than 20 hours after a 
Northwest Airlines plane crashed 
near Moorhead, Minn., killing 14 
persons. Thus the period from 3 a 
m. to 10:40 p. m. Thursday was the 
most disastrous in the history otf 
United States commercial aviation. 

Residents of Lawrence Station, 
tiny farming hamlet, 14 miles west 
of here, provided the story of the 
plane’s last minutes. Thompson 
Howe, owner of the farm on which 
it crashed, his wife, Hugh Smith 
and John McNaughton, neighboring 
farmers, the Rev. O. G. Taylor, pas- 
tor of the United Church there, and 
Lewis Biddle. the hamlet’s store- 
keeper, all watched it and their 
| stories agreed. 

' In summary and aggregate, their 
stories were that out of the misty. 
, rainy night a plane descended on 
; Lawrence Station. It made three 
| circles of approximately five miles 
in diameter, starting at some 100 
feet from the ground, and getting 
lower and lower. No witness was 
qualified to judge the condition of 
airplane motors from their sound, 
but all were under the impression 
that one or both motors were sput- , 
tering. Occasionally their roar was 
accelerated, as though the pilot| 
was attempting either to get more! 
power from them or was merely 
keeping his plane on an even keel 


while looking for a place to land. ! 


All witnesses noticed that the right 
wing was lower than the left. 

Finally the plane was only a few 
feet from the ground. That droop- 
ing wing scraped the ground—ac- 
cording to Mrs. Howe who was only 
200 yards away when it happened— 
which threw the machine into the 
earth. The explosion and fire fol- 
lowed at once.

HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
Nov. 2 is Gen. 3:1-24; Ps. 14:1-3; 
Jer. 17:9, 10; Mark 7:20-23; Rom. 
1:18-32; 6:23; Gal. 6:7, 8; James 
1:13-15; I John 1:5-2:6; Rev. 
22:10-12, the Golden Text being 
I John 1:9, “If-we confess our sins, 
He is faithful and righteous to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse us 
from all unrighteousness.”) 


MAN’S FALL is very graphi- 
cally pictured in the third chap- 
ter of Genesis, which is part of to- 
day’s lesson. After the creation, 
the Lord placed Adam and Eve in 
the beautiful garden of Eden, and 
gave them command of all the 
beasts, birds and fishes, and also 
all growing things of the garden. 
They were to eat of the fruit of 
all the trees in the garden, save 
only one, the “Tree of Knowl- 
edge,” which stood in the middle 
of the garden. . 


“But of the tree of knowledge 
of good and evil, thou shalt not 
eat of it: for in the day that thou 
eatest thereof thou shalt die,” the 
Lord told them. 

The Serpent of the garden, how- 
ever, being what the account calls 
very “subtil,” meaning probably 


that the Evil spirit had entered 
into it, tried to persuade Eve that 
she should partake of the fruit of 
this tree. Eve told him of the 
Lord’s cammand and the conse- 
quence of disobedience, but the 
serpent answered, “Ye shall not 
surely die, for God doth know 
that on the day ye eat thereof, 
then your eyes shall be opened, 
‘and ye shall be as gods, knowing 
good and evil.”

HOW'S YOUR STEAMED PUDDING TECHNIQUE? 


Grandmother’s steamed puddings were worth remembering. For- 
tunately it’s just as practical for _rect- granddaughter to steam such 
foods as it was for grandmother to keep a bubbling kettle on the crane 
in the open fireplace all ready to steam brown bread, cobblers, plum 
duff and all the various puddings she liked to steam because she didn’t 
have to watch them the way she did foods baking in the oven. What’s 
more, she didn’t want to fire her brick oven to bake just one pudding. 
So she steamed it over her soup kettle or over boiling water. And 
it’s just as practical and economical and convenient today to steam a 
pudding over a bubbling soup kettle as over a kettle of bubbling water. 


If You Make Your Own Steamer 

In up-to-date kitchen equipment departments, there are variations 
of the usual steamer available—made of tin or aluminum to fit almost 
a taste. 
< Or, a steamer may be improvised by placing a wire rack (a wire 
cake cooler, strainer, or trivet) on blocks of some sort (such as cups, 
cogkie cutters, etc.). These “blocks” must hold the pudding at least 
two inches above the bottom of the kettle or covered roaster, used in 
place of a steamer. In other words, the pudding molds must be arranged 
so that they will be above the water in the kettle. Use coffee cans, jelly 
glasses, custard cups or bowls for the pudding—depending on whether 
you want little individual puddings or one big pudding. 

Precautions 

Grease your pudding mold or molds thoroughly—the inside covers, 
if you use them, as well as the molds. Fill only 3% full so there will be 
room for the puddings to rise. Covers for the molds are not necessary 
if the cover for the steamer itself is curved or pointed and free from 
ridges on which moisture might collect dnd drip on the pudding. If you 
do not have a regular steamer cover, then cover the molds themselves 
with waxed paper (if the molds do not have covers) tied on securely 
with string. - 
To Manage the Actual Steaming 

Place the molds in a regular steamer or improvised steamer with 
the water below them already boiling. Then cover the steamer tightly 
and keep the water boiling to generate constant steam. Have enough 
water so that you will not have to lift the cover during the entire 
steaming period. However, the water should not be deep enough to 
bubble up over the mold—especially if the mold has a seam in it. The 
water should not be allowed to seep through to the pudding. If it is 
absolutely necessary to add more water—take off the cover——lift out 
the rack holding the pudding—pour more boiling water into the kettle 
and quickly replace the rack and cover. 


To Unmold 


When steaming time is up, remove mold of pudding from the 
steamer. Let it stand just a moment to let the pudding shrink slightly 
from the sides of the mold, then loosen with a spatula to let in air 
around the sides. Turn out onto hot serving platter and serve piping 
hot with whatever sauce you want. 


INDIVIDUAL FRUIT PUDDINGS FOR FAMILY DINNER 
DESSERT 


Place 4 tbsp. well-drained canned cherries or berries—or fresh 
berries—in the bottom of each of 6 buttered custard cups. Mix 2 tbsp. 
sugar with fresh berries—or as much sugar as canned berries may 
need. Pour pudding batter over, filling each cup but 2% full. Tie waxed 
paper over top of each cup, place in steamer, cover tightly and steam 


for 30 minutes. 
Pudding Batter 

Sift 1 eup SIFTED all purpose flour with % tsp. salt, % eup sugar 
and 2 tsp. baking powder together. Cut in 2 tbsp. shortening with pastry 
blender or 2 knives. Beat 1 egg until light and fluffy and add 4 cup 
milk Beat into flour mixture and pour over fruit in individual custard 
cups. 

Fruit Sauce for Berry Pudding: Cook together slowly for about 
5 minutes—2 cups fresh berries or canned berries with cup sugar 
(or less if berries are sweet) and % eup berry juice or water. Serve hot.

In spite of the shortage of farm 
machinery in many lines, farmers 
are spending nearly 25 per cent 


more for equipment this year than | 


they did in 1940. Some of this in- 
crease may be the result of higher 
prices but most of it is attributed to 
a rise in sales volume. 

The problem of farm labor has 
had more to do with the increase in 
machinery buying than any other 
factor. Farmers who have found it 
difficult or impossible, to take the 
place of man power. That accounts 
for the heavy demand for harvest- 
ers, combines and corn pickers espe- 
cially. 

The farm bureau federation has 
endorsed a bill to continue the gov- 
ernment’s emergency farm credit 
program on a basis of 3% per cent 
interest. In house agriculture com- 
mittee hearings on the measure, 
banking interest previously had 
voiced considerable opposition. 

In the farm bureau’s endorse- 
ment, however, there was a warning 
that too great a concentration of 
farm credit control in Washington 
would be unwise. It warned against 
a too liberal government credit sys- 
tem that might make unsound 
loans for the purpose of building up 
political support. 

The nation’s wheat farmers are 
facing the coming crop year with 
the largest surplus in history. More 
than 1,333,000,000 bushels is the lat- 
est estimate by the department of 
agriculture. This year’s crop was 
about 961,000,000 bushels and the 
carry over from last year was near- 
ly 400,000,000. The supply is con- 
siderably larger than the previous 
all-time record back in 1931. 

This record supply of wheat on 
hand is almost. enough for two full 
years Or normal consumption. In 
other words, if not another bushel 
of wheat were grown next year, the 
supply of wheat still would be near- 
ly sufficient to meet the needs of 
this country. 

To meet the surplus problem,
